‘but it contains three articles of great excellence,

and “Ocean Steam Navigation ;” three more 
which are above the average of American re- 
view writers, “The Conditioned and the Un- 
conditioned,” “Goldwin Smith,” and “Nathaniel 
Hawthorne,” and nearly sixty pages of good 
critical notices. The three remaining articles, 
“The Indian System,” “The Life of William 
Blake,” and “The Next General Election,” 
have more or less interest for various readers, 
but are none of them equal to their subject, par- 
ticularly the political paper, (ascribed to Mr. 
Lowell,) which, except a few good puns and 
some bad ones, is hardly worth reading. It 
contains nothing new, and nothing which is 
very forcibly put ; nor are the jokes so good as 
Mr. Lincoln’s. Political wisdom is not Mr. 
Lowell’s strong point, and a campaign paper 
would fail which depended on him for its lead- 
ers. 

The first two articles in the number are the 
best, and both of them are of great value. It 
would be difficult to set forth more clearly or im- 
partial) the services rendered by Baron Steu- 
ben to the American army of the Revolution;

RATES OF PAY ALLOWED COLORED TROOPS. 
Extract from “An Act making appropria- 
tions for the support of the army for the year 
ending the thirtieth June, cighteen hundred 
and sixty-five, and for other purposes :”

Sec. 2. And be tt Surther enacted, That all 
persons of color who have been or may be mus- 
tered into the military service of the United 
States shall receive the same uniform, clothing, 
arms, equipments, camp equipage, rations, 
medical and hospital attendance, pay and 
emoluments, other than bounty, as other sold- 
iers of the revular or volunteer forces of the 
United States of lke arm of the service, from 
and after the first day of January, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four; and that every per- 
son of color who shall hereafter be mustered 
into the service shall receive such sums in 
bounty as the President shall order in the dif- 
ferent States and parts of the United States, 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 38. And be it further enacted, That all 
persons enlisted and mustered into service as 
volunteers under the call, dated October seven- 
teen, e¢ighteen hundred and = sixty-three, for 
three hundred thousand volunteers, who were 
at the time of enlistment actually enrolled and 
subject to dratt in the State in which they vol- 
unteered, shall receive from the United States 
the same amount of bounty without regard to 
color. ; 

Sec. 4. And he it further enacted, That all 
persons of color who were free on the nine- 
teenth day of April, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-one, and who have been enlisted and 
mu-tered into the military service of the United 
States, shall. from the time of their enlistment, 
he entitled to receive the pay, bounty, and 
lelothing allowed to such persons by the laws 
existing at the time of their enlistment. And 
the Attorney Ceneral of the United States is 
hereby authorised to determine any question of 
law arising under this, provision. And if the 
Attorney General atoresaid shall determine that 
any of such enlisted persons are entitled to re- 
celve any pay, bounty, or clothing, in addition 
to what they have already received, the Secre- 
tary of War shall make all necessary regula- 
tions to enable the pay department to make 
payment in accordance with such determina- 
tion.

GENERAL McCLELLAN AND THE ADMINIS- 
TRATION. 


It seems that in 1861 and 1862 there was 
in the Army of the Potomac a General Nag- 
lee,—Naglee, Henry M.;—doubtless the name 
may be found in the Army Register ; it never 
was heard of until within a week, any where 
else. This brigadier was a member of the fa- 
mous council of war which sat on McClellan’s 
Peninsular plan, in the spring of 1862. He 
was a substitute for Joe Hooker at the coun- 
cil board, which was very proper. Hooker be- 
ing a fighting man, was in the field; Naglee, 
being a peace copperhead, had his legs under 
Secretary Stanton’s mahogany. “Naglee, like 
anumber of other McClellanite do-nothings, 
is now out of the service. The other day, 
Judge Kelly, of Philadelphia, made an allu- 
sion to him and the council of war (so called) 
at which he assisted, in which occurred some 
This gave 





trifling inaccuracy of statement. 
Naglee an opportunity to publish a letter, out 
of which the copperheads are trying to make 
some political capital. The Springfield Lepub- 
lican gives the following summary of the prin- 
cipal portion of this letter :-— 

“ [Ie states that when Gen. McClellan pre- 
pared that campaign Secretary Stanton op- 
posed it, and the President being undecided, a 
council of war was called, of which Gen. Nag- 
lee was recorder. Secretary Stanton got pos- 
session of its records, and they have never since 
been accessible to Gen. Naglee, or anybody 
else. Gen. Naglee states that the council vo- 
ted eight for to four against the peninsular route, 
McClellan not being a member of the council. 
Secretary Stanton came in while the council 
was with the President, communicating their 
decision, and catechised and debated with the 
generals four or five hours, but without chang- 
ing their opinions. The next day the Presi- 
dent ordered the division of McClellan’s army 
into four corps, and placed over them the four 
generals who voted against the peninsular 
route. Those who voted for McClellan’s plan 
have since been dismissed from the army, with 
the exception of Franklin and Smith. After 
the peninsular campaign was entered upon the 
troops under McDowell, Banks, Fremont and 
Sigel were withdrawn from: MecClellan’s con- 
trol, and each of these commanders acted inde- 
pendently, subject to orders from the Presi- 
dent. On the 26th of June, when the enemy 
attacked McClellan betore Richmond, Gen. 
Naglee says that the rebels had 175,000 men, 
and McClellan but 85,000. Gen. Naglee thinks 
the great losses of Grant in getting to the 
James have demonstrated that McClellan was 
right in choosing the peninsular route. This 
is a matter of opinion, however, and military 
experts differ. Gen. Naglee also states, and 
seems to prove, that Secretary Stanton was 
professing in- private the greatest friendship 
and support to Gen. McClellan, while doing 
all he could to destroy his reputation and sup- 
plant him. But thisis Mr. Stanton’s private 
affair, not necessarily of any present public in- 
terest.” 

Towards the close of his letter, Naglee makes 
a very interesting revelation, which we quote 
in full: 

“So far as the objections to his (Gen. Me- 
Clellan’s) military qualifications are concern- 
ed, we have only to remind you that, within 
the last sixty days, a confidential friend of the 
President was sent to offer him one of the most 
important commands of the army. Bat this 
proposition was coupled with the most  dishon- 
orable condition that he should decline to be a 
candidate for the Presidency. Gen. MeClel- 
lan restrained his indignation, and replied to 
the bearer of the message, Go back to) Wash- 
ington and say to the President for me, that 
when [receive my official, written orders he 
shall have my answer.” 

This would of course be regarded as a cop- 
perhead slander against the President, had it 
not been substantially confirmed by Montgom- 
ery Blair. In his recent New York speech, 
Mr. Blair alluded to McClellan as “ a quon- 
dam chief of the Union army—one whom to 
the last | believed to be true to the cause in 
which bis country is embarked, and T may add, 
whom the President held to be patriotic, and 
had concerted with Gen, Grant to bring again 
into the field as his adjunct, if he turned his 
back on the proposals of the Peace junto at 
Chicago—to lead the last assault pressed by 
the Southern conspirators, ‘countenanced by 
foreign powers, against the institutions of the 
country.” 

lt is very discouraging, in the midst of this 
arduous campaign, to be obliged to encounter 
such evidence as this of the msatiate stupidity 
of the public authorities at Washington. But 
we must make the best of it. So let us say :— 

I. It is possible that Blair and Naglee both lie. 

Il. It is presumable, nay, let us hope it is 
certain, that this offer to MeClellan was made 
with the knowledge that it would be instanta- 
neously rejected; and that therefore it con- 
tains in itself no evidence that the administra- 
tion deems McClellan either patriotic or eapa- 
ble of command. 

If. The most dreadful supposition, which 
we altogether reject, is, that the administra- 
tion, hoping to get McClellan out of its way, 
was willing to place a corps, or a division, or a 
brigade, of our brave soldiers under his treach- 
erous or imbecile direction. 

Whatever may be the fact about this strange 
affair, let us hope that in the tour or five weeks 
of this campaign which remain, the loyal mass- 
es will not be embarrassed by any such nego- 
tiations, or attempts to negotiate. 

The Springneld Republican moralizes on this 
subject, as follows : 

Those Republican editors who have sup- 
posed it necessary to destroy Gen. MecClellan’s 
military reputation, in order to deteat his elec- 
tion to the Presideney, will be somewhat dis- 
concerted by Gen. Naglee’s disclosures. We 
do not go into the contest on any such issue, 
and therefore care nothing about them. 

The President is not alone to blame for 
tampering with MeClellanism a year or two, 
to the destruction of the finest army ever gath- 
ered together in this country. The Radicals 
discovered early enough that McClellan was 
unfit for his command, or for any other com- 
mand. His sympathies with slavery, and of 
course with the rebellion, were evident enough 
to them very soon after he assumed command 
of the Potomac army. But their cry of alarm 
was unheeded. In this State, such papers as 
the Springfield Republican and the Boston Dai- 
ly Advertiser were engaged, all through the 
years 1861-and 1862, in trying to show that 
McClellan was a great man, and that the Rad- 
ical politicians were fools or disorganizers. 
The Republican, on one occasion, styled bim 
“the nation’s favorite general;” said “his 
silence was grander than words ;” that he fail- 


ed “because there were too many cooks en- 
gaged in seasoning the broth;” winding up 
with the remark, which now reads funnily 
enough :—*McClellan and Banks stocks, which 
have been the Republican’s favorites during the 
past season, are now the most buoyant in the 
market !” No wonder that the President, con- 
fessedly a waiter on public opinion, hesitated to 
discard a general who was so well thought of 
by Republican newspapers. At last he could 
hesitate no longer. After the young copper- 
head had not only destroyed his own army, 
but had betrayed Pope’s, the business became 
a little too dangerous, and the Administration 
and the Republican conservative newspapers 
had to go to work to counteract the mischief 
they had done. They have noi yet succeeded 
in repairing it wholly. But the Republicans 
who have, from the very beginning of McClel- 
lan’s career, distrusted him and warned the 
people against him, are not the ones to be 
« disconcerted” by any recent developments. 
Mr. Lincoln’s recent attempt to dicker with 
his opponent is the result of the disregard of 
Radical advice, and is of a long career of folly 
on the part of the “Conservative” press. There 
is no oceasion for the Radical press to discon- 
tinue its assaults upon little Mac. Jts with- 
ers are unwrung. 

Judge Kelly has replied to Gen. Naglee’s let- 
ter, and reveals the chicanery by which the lat- 
ter obtained a seat in the council of war, the 
conection of Secretary Stanton with which 
the general pretends to describe. Judge Kelly 
says the council was one of “division command- 
ers, yet Henry M. Naglee, commander of a 
brigade, was there on the flimsy pretence that 
it was not as easy to summon his division com- 
mander, Gen. Hooker, as it was to communi- 
cate with him.” The Judge concludes his re- 
joinder by referring him to Gen. Marston, for 
proof that he (Naglee) was the author of the 
story he “wantonly a:cribed to the Secretary of 
War, and denounced as maliciously false.” 
Gen. Naglee has long been known as a most 
unscrupulous and violent copperhead. 

Upon the point of the alleged overtures to 
Gen. McClellan, by President Lincoln, the eld- 
er Mr. Blair has something to say, which we 
transcribe below. 





F. P. BLAIR AND GEN. McCLELLAN. 

Mr. Francis P. Blair, ina letter to the Na- 
tional Intelligencer, gives an account of his visit 
to New York, for the purpose of “healing the 
divisions of the Union party.” He says he 
went on thiserrand without consulting the Pres- 
ident—without giving him, directly or indirect- 
ly, the slightest intimation of his object, and of 
course without his authority. He apprised no 
one but his son.” He called upon the leading 
editors of New York, and finally upon Gen. 
McClellan. This is Mr. Blair’s statement of 
the conversation between him and Mc€lellan: 


Through Mr. Barlow, the intimate personal 
and political friend of Gen. McClellan, (who 
was not in the city,) I let the general know that 
I would be gratified by an opportunity of con- 
versing with him. He came to town and _ vis- 
ited me in my lodging at the Astor House. I 
had an hour’s conversation with him, which I 
prefaced by telling him the motives which had 
brought me to New York, as I have stated them 
above, and by stating distinctly to him that I 
did not come from Mr. Lincoln; had no author. 
ity, or even consent, from him to make repre- 
sentations or overtures of any sort to him; that 
he had not been apprised of my visit or purpose, 
which was in part to advise with him (the gen- 
eral) as one whom he knew to be his friend 
with regard to the public interests and his own. 

I told him that I had little doubt he would be 
the nominee of the Chicago Convention; and 
thatif he accepted he would be defeated, and, 
if defeated, his fate would be that of all pre- 
viously defeated candidates who had played for 
the Presidency—Clay, Calhoun, Webster, and 
the rest ; that although aspiration to the. chief 
place in the Republic was an honorable ambi- 
tion, there was an instinct in the public mind 
which always excluded from general confidence 
any who sought it with the least suspicion of 
selfishness at the expense of great national con- 
siderations; and, if the public once pronounced 
its ban by voting him down as having sought 
the place without duly weighing its great exi- 
gency, especially in such a revolutionary crisis 
as the present, he could never rise again.

PAYMENT OF COLORED TROOPS. 

It is a remarkable fact that the opinion 0: 
the Attorney-General, which we give elsewhere, 
should see the light for the first fime more than 
two months after it was given. The opinion 
was thrust into a pigeon-hole, and would prob- 
ably have never been published, had not the 
fact of its existence come to the knowledge o 
an earnest advocate of the rights of the colored 
soldiers, who procured its publication a few 
days ago. 

This opinion settles the following points: 

1st. There has never been any law excluding 
colored men from service in the army and navy 
of the United States. 

2d. Colored men have entered the naval and 
military service, and have received the same 
pay as white men in the same service. 

3d. The Act of July 17, 1862, chap. 201, 
which limited the pay of colored persons, whose 
employment was there authorized, to ten dol- 
lars per month, does not apply to persons en- 
tering the naval or military service. 

4th. The Act of July 17, 1862, chap. 195, is 
the only statute which authorizes the enlistment 
of colored sotdiers, and that act did not limit 
their pay ; and, therefore, 

Sth. It follows, itresistibly, quoting the lan- 
guage of the Attorney-General, “that the same 
pay, bounty and clothing are allowed by law to 
the persons of color referred to, &e., &c., as are 
allowed to other soldiers in the volunteer forces 
of the United States of like arms of the sere 
vice.” 

So lucid is the statement, and _ so logical the 
conclusion, that on the next day, July 15th, 
the Secretary of War issued an order that col- 
ored troops should *:be paid in accordance with 
the determination of the Attorney-General.” 
This order was addressed to the Paymaster 
General. His duty was unquestioned obedience 
What secret and malign intluence arrested the 
order?
